U. S. ARMY PLANES TO BE USED

Air Photographs of Rush 
County 
Soil to be Made Basis of M ap- 
First in United States 


An aerial soil survey of 
Rush 
county, the tirst in the United States 
and so far as is known in the world, 
will be made within a 
few weeks, 
with the cooperation of local organ­ 
izations with the U. S. Bureau 
of 
Soils. 
The directors of the Rush County 
Farm Bureau and the 
Rushville 
Chamber of Commerce, at a 
joint 
meeting held in the court house as­ 
sembly room Friday night, voted to 
accept the offer of the U. S. bureau 
and the state of Indiana to 
make 
the lirst aerial survey ever attempt­ 
ed in Rush county. 
United States Army planes 
will 
be used for the work. They will liv 
low, back and forth 
across 
the 
county, and the aerial map thus ob­ 
tained will form the basis tor 
the 
most accurate soil 
survey 
ever 
made. 
Marvelous advancement has been 
made in aerial photography during 
the past year. Cameras are suspend­ 
ed in jackets to eliminate the 
vi­ 
brations of the plane and the cam­ 
eras are timed with the speed 
ot 
the plane. The U. S. war department 
is assisting in this work because it 
is recognized that it affords an ex­ 
cellent opportunity to work out new 
methods of aerial photography. 
The state of Indiana and the U. S. 
bureau makes soil surveys at 
the 
average rate of three counties 
per 
year in Indiana. It Rush 
county 
were to take its regular turn, 
no 
survey would be made for three or 
four years, but being selected 
for 
the aerial survey puts the 
county 
in advance of its regular position. 
The aerial photos will form 
an 
accurate basis for a map showing 
correct outline of roads, 
streams 
and soil variations. This was illus­ 
trated by a number of air 
photo­ 
graphs shown at the meeting 
last 
night. 
The chief value of such a map to 
farmers is the true variation in soil 
types and character which it shows. 
All farmers who are willing to use it 
will readily recognize its value. 
The map is labeled so that fanners 
knowing the type of soil on 
their

Geneva, June 25—<U.R)—Final de­ 
cision whether capital ships were to 
be discussed at the naval limitation 
conference rested with Washington 
today. 
American delegate Hugh S. Gibson 
submitted the question to the gov­ 
ernment at Washington 
following 
absolute insistence by W. C. Bridge- 
man, chief British delegate, that he 
was unable 
to 
return 
to London 
without 
putting his 
government’s 
views on capital ships before the 
conference. 
Before seeking advice because of 
the apparent impassibility of the ob­ 
stacle, Gibson 
reiterated 
his view 
that he saw 
no reason 
to discuss 
capital ships, whose status was re­ 
garded as settled at the Washington 
conference. The subject is not 
on 
the conference agenda. 
Admiral Saito, Japan, in previous­ 
ly asking fresh instructions from his 
government, also had pointed out 
that capital ships were not on the 
program. 
Even if Washington met the Bri­ 
tish viewpoint, now again raised to 
the proportions of a serious obstacle 
it was intimated the Amerian delega­ 
tion would insist on disposition 
ot 
the questions of cruisers, destroyer, 
and submarine limitation—the osten­ 
sible chief business—before capital 
ships were discussed.

Charles Lindbergh, flying 
mailman, 
today was embarked 
on a project 
designed to make him the Rockefel­ 
ler of American commercial aviation. 
With approval and backing 
of 
government officials, the trans-ocean 
ic flyer is 
in New York, 
to hold 
conferences furthering a plan inaug­ 
urated here yesterday 
for a great 
national passenger airplane system 
to be built around his prestige and 
leadership. 
A half dozen leaders in different 
phases of present-day 
commercial 
flying took part in the conferences 
here and it was believed that some 
of them might go in with Lindbergh] 
in the new venture. In some quar­ 
ters possibility of a gigantic merger 
of 
aviation properties, 
absorbing 
many big companies, was suggested 
but 
authorities in touch with the 
flyer’s ventures said 
developments 
would take 
another 
form. 
Lind­ 
bergh’s announcement merely divul­ 
ged the great project which brought 
him on a “ mystery trip” to Wash­ 
ington, and added that “ consider­ 
able progress was made, committees 
were appointed,” and that he hoped 
to make 
a further 
announcement 
within the next few weeks. 
Three of the men who 
conferred 
with Lindbergh here yesterday 
are 
connected with two of the 
largest 
aviation companies now operating— 
Howard Coffin, president of the na­ 
tional air transport company; Paul

While Commander Byrd Prepares for 
Hop, Col. Lindbergh Confers Ov­ 
er Plans for Air Line

25—<U.R)—New 
York became a center of 
aviation 
activity again today. 
Commander Richard E. Byrd and 
his crew of three scanned weather 
reports anxiously and 
announced 
they hoped the storm area over the 
North Atlantic would clear sufficient 
ly to permit them to leave for Paris 
in the America tomorrow. 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, after a 
night’s rest at the Long Island home 
of F. Trnbee Davison, assistant sec­ 
retary of war in charge of aviation, 
was understood to have 
scheduled 
conferences with aviation promoters 
and financiers in connection with his 
plans to establish an airplane pas­ 
senger service in the United States. 
The plans were discussed in detail 
in 
Washington 
yesterday, 
after 
which Lindbergh, Davison and 
as­ 
sistant Secretary of War 
Hanford 
MacNider, flew to New York. 
Capt. Rene Fonck, French aviator, 
announces plans to fly 
from 
New 
York to Paris next fall in a giant 
plane carrying eight persons. 
The 
plane now nearing completion, is a 
Sikorsky similar to the one in which 
Fonck met disaster on an attempted 
take-off for a Paris flight a 
year 
ago. That plane turned ofer 
and 
caught fire. Two members of

Good g^ain fed heifers 
have

through the

to 25c 
higher, while medium heifers 
have 
remained steady to 25c lower. While 
receipts of cattle at the 
principal 
m arkets have 
shown 
a slight 
in­ 
crease for the week, the demand has 
kept up with the supply. All cows 
are sharply 
lower, 
grassy 
kinds 
suffering the most decline. Cows may 
be quoted 25c, 50c and 75c 
lower 
lor the 
week, closing 
at the low 
point. The Indianapolis steer m arket 
reached .$13.00 this week, with the 
bulk of good steers bringing $11.00 
to $12.50 
The outside demand has 
been very good on the local market, 
with some orders untilled. The range 
between corn fed and grassy steers 
has widened this week, with pro s­ 
pects of a greater spread yet 
to 
come. Bulls are lower, 
the 
break 
coming later in the 
season 
than 
usual. Steers continue to come light 
weight, heavy 
steers 
being 
very 
scarce at all markets. 
There is very little being done 
in 
the stocker and feeder trade, feed­ 
ers declining to pay the prices a sk ­ 
ed, with 
not 
many 
stockers 
and 
ieeders offered. 


Hogs 
llog receipts around the market 
circuit show a material increase as 
compared to a week ago and to the 
corresponding week a year ago.

Cameras are suspend- 
ed in jackets to eliminate the vi- 
brations of the plane and the cam- 
eras are timed with the speed of 
the plane. The U. S. war department 
is assisting in this work because it 
is recognized that, it affords an ex- 
cellent opportunity to work out new 
methods of aerial photography. 


The state of Indiana and the U. S. 


bureau makes soil surveys at 
the 


average rate of three counties per 
year in Indiana. If Hush 
county 


were to take its regular turn, no 
survey would be made for three or 
four years, but being selected 
for 


the aerial survey puts the county 
in advance of its regular position. 


Tlie aerial photos will form 
an 


accurate basis for a map showing 
correct out.line of roads, 
streams 


and soil variations. This was illus- 
trated by a number of air 
photo- 


graphs shown at the meeting last 
night. 


The chief value of such a map to 


farmers is the true variation in soil 
types and character which it shows. 
AH farmers who arc willing to use it 
will readily recognize its value.

American delegate Hugh S. Gibson 


submitted the question to the gov- 
ernment at Washington following 
absolute insistence by W. C. Bridge - 
man, chief British delegate, that he 
was unable to return to London 
without putting his government's 
views on capital ships before the 
conference. 


Before seeking advice because of 


the apparent impassibility of the ob- 
stacle, Gibson reiterated his view 
that he saw no reason to discuss 
capital ships, whose status was re- 
garded as settled at the Washington 
conference. The subject is not on 
the conference agenda. 


Admiral Saito, Japan, in previous- 


ly asking fresh instructions from his 
government, also had pointed out 
that capital ships were not on the 
program. 


Even if Washington met the Bri- 


tish viewpoint, now again raised to 
the proportions of a serious obstacle 
it was intimated the Amerian delega-

Distinctive Apparel to Distinguish 
Them From Other Persons Enough 


For Policemen 


INTENT OF NEW STATE LAW 


Police officers wearing distinctive 


uniforms and badges, which will de- 
signate, them from 
other persons, 


have the right to make arrests for 
motor law violations, according to 
a ruling of Frederick E. Schorte- 
meier, secretary of the state, who 
was ordered to prescribe or approve 
the type of uniforms for peace offi- 
cers. 


The 1927 legislature passed a law 


in which the secretary of state is 
required 
to approve or prescribe 


the type of uniforms to be worn by 
officers, and in some sections of .the 
state, the police had not been noti- 
fied concerning the disposition of the 
matter, it was said. 


In issuing a proclamation on the 


type of uniform, Schortemeier ruled 
that the regular uniforms now in 
use by the various police depart- 
ments, could be continued, and 
no 


expense 
req'uired. 
The uniforms 


must not be similar to those adopted 
and in use by the state officers, 
it 


was stated. 


The ruling of the secretary of 


state, is as follows: "Peace officer 
of legally 
constituted municipali- 


ties, .including those of eity • and 
towns, ..shall wear uniforms as are 
now in use in such places and such 
change of uniforms throughout the 
year as are officially made by the 
properly constituted authorities, will 
be recognized as a full compliance 
with 'this act, provided always that 
such uniforms be distinctive in their 
nature as to badges, caps, shirts, 
coats and trousers, as will readily 
distinguish said peace officers from 
the wearing apparel of civilians so 
as to make them readily recognizable 
by the public at all times."

Communities that do not 
have 


large 
signs 
welcoming strangers 


•within their gates are usually looked 
uj>ou as out oi' dale, but it 
takes 


more than signs to make a 
com- 


munity friendly. 


The automobile tourists have fre- 


quently been misled by signs. They 
have gone into communities with the 
expectation oi' liudiiig a hearty wel- 
come and a willingness on the part 
oi everyone to 
make their 
stay 


pleasant. They obtained that idea 
friiiu the signs, but their actual ex- 
perience was that the people were 
as cold as icebergs. 


Even more beneficial to a com- 


munity than a well lilted 
tourist 


camp, is a friendly spirit on 
the 


part of the people towards strang- 
ers passing through while on an au- 
tomobile trip. 


A modern tourist camp is essen- 


tial if tlie average community wishes 
to al'tract any tourists—and visitors 
of this class arc fast growing in 
number—but the tiling that lingers 
longest in the memory oi a tourist 
is the kindly reception from the peo- 
ple with whom he came in contact. 


A tourist recently informel us that 


the incident that he remembers best 
about a long motor trip he took, was 
the courtesy of a policeman in one 
city through which he passed. The 
policeman recognized 
him as 
a 


stranger and piloted him through 
the city so that he could avoid the 
heavy traffic and a torn-up Street 
and thus escape vexing delay. 


But the responsibility can't all be 


placed on the shoulders of the of- 
ficers of the law, nor upon the offic- 
ials of civic organizations. It is a 
responsibility of citizenship and a 
sign of home loyally to be courteous 
to strangers and give them a friend- 
ly welcome. 


The touring season is here 
and 


thousands of motorists will be pass- 
ing through this summer. Many of 
them will slop here if they get the 
right sort of reception. More of them 
will be our guests and will patronize 
our places of business if we show 
that we want to be hospitable. 


There is only one 
way to be 


friendly, and that is to loosen up 
and act human when a stranger asks 
i'or information. If straujjers arc to 
be treated as if they were lepers, we 
may as well tear down the welcome 
signs and close up the tourist camp.
